General’s War in 
China Extends to 
* .Kweichow Province 


SHANGHAI, Nov. 18.—The Gener- 
als’ war in Szechwan Province has 
extended to the adjoining province 
of Kweichow, where General Chiang 
Tsai-tseng is challenging General 
Wong Cha-li, the provincial governor, 
in a struggle for power and loot 
which also reflects the sharpening 
struggles between the bandit imper- 
jalist powers for the looting and par- 
titioning of China among themselves. 
Chiang’s troops are advancing upon 
Yatszhoo, whither the provincial 
war-lord is rushing reinforcements. 

The fighting in Szechwan province 
is spreading at the same time.
